8ora|>8 of Balloon History. 

The first balloon of which history makes any mention 
was constructed in France, by the brothers Montgol¬ 
fier, and sent up on June 3,1783. After this hut little 
lime was suffered to elapse ere venturesome spirits 
were forthcoming to explore the hitherto untried ethe¬ 
real element. For this purpose, hot air was the first 
power made uae of—and, for two years, with fair suc¬ 
cess and safe r^ults. In 1786, however, on the coast of 
France, two young men weft wrecked from attempting 
to cross the Bngliah channel in a hot-air balloon. 

An Englishman by the name of Green, is entitled the 
palm of having ascended the greatest number of times 
—1,400 within the limit of 86 years. 

As to the highest ascension that we have any authen¬ 
tic account of, was one made by Glaisbei and Coxwell, 
who attained the height of 87,000 feet (about 7 miles), 
and were so benumbed by cold that they had to resort 
to the expedient of pulling the valve connection with 
their teeUi Inxirder to descend. 

The longest aerial trip recorded, will be rembered by 
Ibany as being projected in 1859, by Profs. Wise and 
'^Mountain, who madifl St. Louis their starting point, 
landing In Henderaon, N. T., a distance of about 1,600 
miles, accomplishing their flight within 20 hours, a 
velocity averaging a mile a minute. 

Mach has been said and written concerning 
the uselessness of the balloon. Per contra, 
much may be said In favor of their use: During the 
siege of Paris they were brought Into exthnslve use as 
a conUMMi oarrler.

By a little maneuvering, in 
different altitudes, he finally succeeded in finding a 
counter-current that carried him hack to the "federal" 
lines.

mail. He is said to be “backed” by capitalists and no¬ 
tables, among which is the Postmaster-General. Who 
is prepared to gainsay that this is a device (?) of the 
latter gentleman to enable him to secure cheaper mail 
transportation contracts, instead of the ungracious ser¬ 
vice that is now (verformed by some of the (Eastern rail¬ 
roads? 

Far be it from us, however, to say anything discour¬ 
aging of inventors, as we are hopeful that something 
yet will be evolved from their efforts accruing to the 
benefit and knowledge of mankind. Let tliem lum¬ 
ber up the Patent Office, if they will, with impractica¬ 
ble models—something yet will come out of it that will 
redound to our advantage. We would not even speak 
disparagingly of Keley, of the much mooted new motor 
fame, for well do we ken that there were Scientific 
Amcricant and sk^tics in the days ef Galileo, Colum¬ 
bus, Watts, Morse* and other philosophical and ad¬ 
vanced minds. This is not a becoming age (if indeed 
there ever was a becoming age) to stifle invention and 
daring. What though there be individual losses, is not 
the public the gainer in some way ? Compensation we 
believe to bo a deitical law, immutable and eternal. 
Destnietion, viewed in this light, is but a synonym for 
reproduction. 4-

very much broken, or thickly timbered country; lull 
this requires the investment of capital for some two 
hundred beaters at about ten centsaheadperdiem, with 
an accompaniment of fireworks and noise. The bait is 
used in thickly wooded districts,""where beaters arc 
scarce or money not forthcoming; it is simple and gen¬ 
erally efficient. A well grown calf is tied up to a tree 
on one of the paths frequented by the tiger; it is kill¬ 
ed, perhaps carried away some little distance, a light 
meal—some four or five pounds—is taken off the rump, 
and the tiger goes away to drink, sleep, and return for 
a second meal in the afternoon or night following; but 
his return is welcomed aa described in a previous 
sketch, and almost invariably he dies. The lust exped¬ 
ient but one, is to sit over a walorhole or pool frequent¬ 
ed by these gentry; and the last, is tracking him up to 
’his lair and shooting him whilst asleep; these latter are 
resorted as a rule by native hunters, who can not afford 
even the price of a calf, and the last, only by very dar¬ 
ing men, os failure is dealli. There are other methods, 
but they are out of the sphere of siiort. 

As mentioned before, the bonk is usually resorted to, 
and a description of the method may be interesting, es¬ 
pecially as the end of that under present con.aiikra- 
tion was both heroic and tragic. 

In the hot weather of 1866, a parly of three went u]) 
into the Central Province Hills, northwest of Nagiuiro, 
for general big game shooting, and had very line 

siiorl; on their return march, they fell in with B-, 

the district superintendent of iwlicc, who informed 
them of the presence of a tiger in the neighborhood, so 
a honk was arranged for the next day. 

In the early morning, as soon ns day had dawned, 
siiiall parties of natives began dropping into camp till 
by 8 A. M. a motley crowd of some 800 men, armed for 
the most part with the lhatti —a stout bamboo, sonic 
six feet in length and shod with iron—some few of the 
more prominent villagers or jirofcssional hunters car¬ 
ried spears, and fewer still, old muskets or match-locks. 

^ The sjiortHmeu now came out from breakfast, and, hav- 
^ lug received the Irackci's reports, gave orders for the

Both men were insensible, and upon being examined 
the police had a broken leg and twenty-seven wounds, 

s-had fifty-six on his arms chest and legs; 

each was deluged in blood; 8 -died that night and 

the police-man a few days afterwards. On the repre¬ 
sentation of the remainder of the party, the gallant 
young spearman was presented with a handsome 
double-barrelled gun, mounted with a silver plate, set¬ 
ting forth the cause of gift, and became a mighty hun¬ 
ter in those parts. 

Wljen B-tells this tale, he always adds, “damn 

panthers; they are the most dangerous brutes in these 
jungles; they not only can climb a tree after you, but 
unlike the tiger they look in every direction for the 
source of their wound. You must either kill or fight."

Average Weight of Snipe. 

Strange as it may appear, the avemge wei^tof snipe 
must be classed among many vexed questions while, 
always cropping up, rarely reach a satisfactory settle- 
ineut. 'n>e solution of the ditUculty is, perhaps, to be 
found in the fact that a considerable dlnerencc really 
does exist in the weight of these birds other than may 
be attributed to season, pasture, inclement weather, or 
the like. In the Field. Jan. 16 of the present year, we 
read the following: “On 81st of lust month I killed, 
amongst a number of others, one snipe which I consid¬ 
ered unusually large. On coming home I bod it weigh¬ 
ed in the presence of witnesses, and found it a really 
good honest 8 oz. In (lanada I have often shot them 
? oz., and even 71 or.., but never larger. I am quite 
ready to affirm, on my judgement, that the bird wag 
only a common snipe, but, to make sure, I showed it to 
a gentleman of targe experience, and be pronounced it 
to tie undoubtedly a a common snipe." These weights 
are, of course, altogether exceptional. Other sports¬ 
men who have written on the subject state, according 
to their several experiences, that the average weight of 
snipe in this country ranges from 3} oz. to ^ oz. 
Where so many careful observers have given such con¬ 
trary opinions I have no wish dugmalically to insist on 
my own judgment. Personally, I never felt much in¬ 
terest in the weight of individual birds, tliougb I have 
agaiu and again weighed what I considered line speci¬ 
mens. In stating the average of snipe to be nbout 5 oz. 
1 still think that! am not far from being correct.— Bog- 
IrotUT , in The Country. 


A Pugnacious Rabuit. —On Wednesday last, while 
Taft's coach from Pcscadcro was entering the canon 
this side of the toll-house, on its return to San Mateo, 
Supervisor Steele, who was seated on the outside with 
Taft, observed a rabbit performing some strange antics 
in the road ahead of the coach.

He shook 
and tugged at him like a terrier with n rat. At this 
time T^ started bis horses, and as the coach approach¬ 
ed the scene of combat, the rabbit gave his enemy 
another toss and scnmpei'cd away. The snake quickly 
followed his example; but before he got into the bush 
on the other side of the bank the gentlemen had a 
chance to observe his size. He was fully three feet 
long, and about the middle. Supervisor Steele says, be 
must have measured four inches. This U tbc flrst time 
we ever remember bearing of a rabbit and a snake dgbt- 
ing. But Messrs. Tuft and Steele think tbc rabbit 
would have gotten away with the honors if there hud 
been no intcmiption .—San Mateo Times. 


A Flting Snakb.—a few weeks ago we referred to 
s lady living In tbc southern part of the city having 
seen a dying snake in her peregrinations through that 
delightful portion of the metropolis. At the same time 
we published the statement of an aged woman, a sooth¬ 
sayer. who predicted that in a short time the air would 
be full of dying serpents.

Egos in a Hbn .—X curious point of inquiry among 
zoologists^ has been fer a long time, how many ejggs 
there are in the ovary of a hen. To determine this a 
Oeman naturalist a short time since instituted some 
curiously interesting and careful investigations, the 
rwult of which showed the ovary of a hen to contain 
about 600 embryo eggs. He also found that some twen¬ 
ty of these are matured the drst year, about 120 during 
the second rear, 185 daring the third, 144 daring the 
fourth, and during the flfth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
years, the number decreases by twenty annually; it 
censequently follows that< after the fourth or at the 
uiosl the dftn year, hens are no longer prodtable as lay- 
Cfs, unless it may be in exceptional instances.

A Faithful Dog. 


Amon^ the most interesting entries at Ibe Maryland 
State Fair was a handsome setter dog named'‘Jack," 
that was owned and entered by a gentleman of Balti¬ 
more county. There is nothing peculiar iu “Jack’s" 

f encral appearance, but bis sagacity is really wouder- 
ul. His owner has a large number of sbeep, and 
“Jack” was almost raised with them. He became very 
uiucb attached to the sheep, and was used iu driviug 
and watching them. He would follow them to pasture 
in tbe morning and remain with them during tbe en¬ 
tire day, with the exception of a shori time near noon, 
when be would return to tbe farm bouse, and after get¬ 
ting his dinner would return at once to Iris charge. He 
lolluwed he routine alike in good and bad weather, and 
even when tbe sheep were brought home in tbc evening 
and penned, he would sleep with them. 

Ou one occasion tbe flock was left in charge of 
“Jack" in a fleld on a distant part of tbe farm, and they 
were allowed to remain there during tlie night, but be 
did not offer to leave, and wa.s found with them on the 
following morning. During tbe early part of last sjiriug 
he was left in charge of a flock nf about eighty sheep, 
Bud during the day two strange dogs made their ap¬ 
pearance in the fleld and commenced killing the sheep. 
"Jack” at once attempted to drive the intruders from 
the field, but they turned on him and n desperate fight 
ensued. Euring the battle one of the slruiige dogs was 
killed, and the other so badly hurt that he could nut 
climb the fence to escape. The faithful protector of 
the sheep was so much injured iu tlic light that be did 
uot recover for several weeks. The sheep .seemed to 
recognize the faithfulness of “Jack," ns when a hired 
man visited tbe field in the evening he found the flock 
standing in a circle around their protector, who 'was un¬ 
able to move. Two of the sheen were killed by the 
strange dogs and the remaining dog that had been 
unable to escape, was killed by the man that visited the 
fleld.

I'oiiccrniiig Fish and Pish Culture. 

Bhad in the lludsuii river bad liccomc nearly extinct 
iiulil the Pish Uumiirissioners of New York caused it lo 
be stocked with 1110.(100,000 per year for several years; 
the consequence is tbiit they have not been so pleuliful 
and cheap for forty yeiira as now. Tbc rascjilly pot¬ 
house nettera, however, lake every opportunity lo 
stretch their nets Hurreplitioiisly across tbe third of 
tbe stream reserved to let tbem come up llic river lo 
spawu. Beth Green, lliat veler.n pisciculturist, is 
now stocking Ibc river with sturgeon in immense num¬ 
bers, that in a few years will go tluougb their nets as if 
they were a pieee of gauze. The Hudson riversturgeon 
grow to an immense si'/.e, attaining frequeudy to Hie 
length of teu or twelve feel, aii<l weighing from four to 
live hundred pounds. Another gralifyiugpraeri'cul re¬ 
sult of fish plauling is, that iu llie Botoiuac where blaek 


bass were entirely uuknuwu uutil it was plauled, are 
now caught in slring.s of from thirty lo .sixty, weighing 
from two to four and half pounds, in a day’s tishiuL'. 


pounds, ill a day’s fishing. 
This bleeding of fisli and slocking all tbc inluacl lakes 
and rivers is simply a question of food fur the iicople 
as much as raising gram, lieef, |iork, etc. Tbe United 
Stales make au iiuaual a|>pi' 0 |irialioii of |8(),IKK) to pro¬ 
cure fish from foreign waters wldcb are unknown to us, 
and to change the breed of such as we have, which is 
as much required lus lo change the breed of everylliing 
from the human race to potatoes. Almost all iif tbe 
States have now efiicieut fish laws, and very many 
make liberal appropriations to stock all the pulilic lakes 
within their borders, under the supervision of their 
boards of lish commissioners, as well as llie rivers. 
C'anada dues tbe same. Our Conslituliun reqiiire.s lliaL 
all laws sliall be unitorm iu tlicir oiK-ialiua. It would 
be useless to prohibit lislriug with nets in the Missis¬ 
sippi, Ohio and Wabash, that hound our Stale, for (lie 
eiiormou.s re.st'rvoir lo draw from, being the wliole 
length of the Mississippi, and Hicy mil lying within Ihe 
Stale. Neither does Luke Michigan. Ii woiibl be no 
violation of the L’unslilutiou to exclude them and puss 
a general law applying to all the Wald's lyiug l•nlll■ely 
within the Slate, which should iiielmic fish-ladders 
around all dams, so that they can climli up Fox aud 
Rock rivers into Hie Stale of Wi.sconsiu, ulliiougli that 
singular people behave at times so badly |ailliieally 
that they scarcely deserve it; but llien lish-footl enlar¬ 
ges the brain.— Correspondence Chicago Journal. 


An Unkxi'ECTUd Customer. —A uegro fisherman 
caught a jew fish weighing 140 pounds, rccenlly, aud, 
sccuriug the game with a heavy line, so that it coulti 
enjoy the native element, he sought a purchaser.

Oor.n Fish. —Feed them very little, a few crumbs a 
day will be sufficient In llie winter they will need no 
food at all. Balls made of cracker dust and corn 
starch uii.vfd arc much belter than bread. A dish nf 
little black tadpoles or poltywogs, served up alive, will 
be a great treat. Tbc lank or globe should be plac¬ 
ed where the sunlight will strike it. On tbe part next 
to the window paste a sheet of blue tissue paper, so 
that the sunlight can enter no where except at the top, 
then.tbc manner in which natural ponds arc lighted is 
imitated. If plants grow iu your receptacle, intr^ucc 
a water snail or two lo devour Hie green scum which 
would otherwise accumulate on the sides of the globe 
or tank. The watcrshould be ebanged very seldom; 
so long ns it remains clear and fresh-lnokingdo not dis¬ 
turb it, but when it begins to look murky change it. 
Fresh water should be introduced byixiuringit ihrougli 
a watering pot, this aerates it. It can also be aerated, 
without chungiug, by means of a syringe. Paul Ixkiic. 


Fish Culture. —Fish Couimissioncr Shaw, of Ana- 
nio.su, says fish in the following quantities and varie¬ 
ties have been planted in Iowa streams since the Com¬ 
mission was organized: Bhad, lOO.UOO; Iowa varieties, 
50,000; California a:rimon, 270,000; Pcnobscott sulniou, 
90,000; land locked salmon, 6,000, and other varieties, 
100,000. 


A Test pou Egos. —Among the minor troubles nf city 
life is the difficulty of procuring a regular su]qriy of 
fresh eggs. When we cannot remove our woes, the 
next best thing is to try to understand them. So we 
devote this paragraph to what will interest all out of 
hearing of the cheerful sounds of Hie liaruyurd. An 
egg is generally called fresh when it lias been laid only 
one or two days in summer, and two to six days iu win¬ 
ter. Tiic shell being porous, the water in the interior 
evaporates, aud leaves a cavity of greater or less ex¬ 
tent. The yolk of the egg sinks, too, ns may be easily 
seen by buldiug it towards a candle or the sun; and 
when sliakCn, a sliglit shock is felt if the egg is not 
fresh. To deleriiiine the precise age of eggs, drisolve 
ulKiut four ounces of commoii salt in a quart of pure 
water, and then immerse the egg. If it is one day old, 
it will descend lo the bottom of the vessel; but if three 
days old, it will fioat in the liquid. If more than five 
days old, it will come to tbe surface, and project above 
in proportion lu its increased age.

One of the marked Imiirovemouls in the management of cir¬ 
cuses and other traveling ahows li the plan now somewhat cora- 
imin among eome of tho leading exhililllone of urlog tor the 
horses in tint atalilea belonging to and under the direct raan^e- 
inont of the proprietors of the shows. The old plan of O'ljr'*'' 
Ing the horses in hotel and ilvery alabloa waa a eouree o* 
eiiHinae and Iroulile, eapecially in the ainaller places vjelted. 
The charges were often exorbitant; the aWblos ill ventilated, and 
eome of Uiem far off from the show grounds. In tbe present plan, 
the hor»ee are kept near at hand, in comfo^ble 
During tho visit of Bariium's Hlpoodiome to Chicago we 
were much Intereated in ayalllug oiireofvoa of facilities for exam- 
Ining the horaea, courteouely afforded us by the inanagers. 

The number of horses and ponies accompanying the HIum- 
drome is about 300, of which perhaps SO are ponies. As tho Hlp- 
iiodromo inoveo from place to place by rail, thew horiea are only 
used in tho racea and other performaucos mi for the necetaiiry 
work connected with the esiabllshinenl. They are 
large tent stables, large enough for two rows of horses with their 
faces to tho contro, out eepnniled by a canvas partition.

Horse Racing. 

Tltc fast horse is growing in favor more and more 
every year, as is fully attested by the large crowds of 
persons of every class and nationality that attend our 
racing meetings. The time was when the more respect¬ 
able jKirtion of the American people considered it com¬ 
promising their character to be seen in attendance at 
the race-course, but with the advancement of civiliza¬ 
tion and enlightenment that idea has vanished from the 
minds of all rational beings. As puritanical notions 
have given way to common sense, these false ideas of 
what is respectable no longer exist, save only by a few 
fanatics who arc not imbued with the spirit of the age 
in which they live, and whose minds arc so narrowly 
contracted that they arc incapable of seeing things in 
their proper light. With them intolerance is a virtue, 
save when they are the victims of their own teachings, 
and then they arc the most whimpering class of per¬ 
sons to be found in the country. To think us they do 
constitutes you a saint, but to differ from them makes 
you a devil. If they had the power the wheels of pro¬ 
gress would be checked fur all time locomc not anew 
idea would be developed—not an improvement of any 
character inculcated—everything would be in a 
stale of inactivity, and then this country would 
be fit only as an asylum for the feeble-minded 
of all nations. But thank heaven there arc not many 
of this class living tc-day, and what are have no influ¬ 
ence with the intelligent, thinking and jirogrcssivo peo- 
ple. 

In the State of Pennsylvania there is an old law, 
passed in 1820, which declares horse racing a “common 
nuisance, ” and the cquines engaged therein subject to 
forfoilurc and seizure by the sheriff'. 

This law has no practical force, yet it is capable of 
being taken advantage of by unprincipled and evil dis¬ 
posed persons, and therefore the credit of that State 
demands that the obnoxious law be blotted from the 
statute liooks at the meeting of the next legislature. 
Unless this is done wo would ailvise all turfmen to give 
that Stale the go-by, as they cannot afford to take the 
risk of being subjected to the annoyances that such a 
diabolical law is liable to incur, whenever any one 
feels himseif aggrieved and disregards all principles of 
manliness. 

Horse racing was a very popular sport among the an¬ 
cient Greeks and Romans, and may be said to have 
been revived in modem times as an English institution, 
from which people it has spread and become popular¬ 
ized over the principal countries of Europe, as well as 
in this country. With the English people horse racing 
is held in the highest estimation by all classes, includ¬ 
ing the nobility,who are among its warmest supporters. 
The interest which is manifested in the Derby 
every year shows that the English people are ardent 
admirers, not only of the noble horse, but of the ex 
citing character of the sport which such meetings af 
ford. 

Ordinarily speaking the English are not a very en 
Ihusiastic people, but while witnessing their great rac 
ing events they seem to lose their character and become 
almost wild in their demonstrations—women os well as 
men. 

A few years has witnessed a great change in this 
country, as concerns the character of the turf. It is 
becoming in higher repute every year, and race tracks 
are on the rapid increase throughout the West, and we 
venture the assertion that the time is not far distant 
when nearly every county in the most popular sections 
of the West will be able to boast of Ito race course, and 


The Rifle, 

As usual the zealous amateurs of the rifle mot at 
Galowood, on Saturday last. The representative of 
the two standard rifles were there with their elegantl^ 
finished weapons, and numerous were the jokes of the 
Remington’s versus Sharp’s, and the Sharp’s against the 
Remington’s. Wc are sorry that we cannot report so 
favorably of the execution done on the target as we 
could wish, but the cause is evident. It is a well recog¬ 
nized axiom that what is everybody’s business is no¬ 
body’s business, and is sure to be done badly, which is 
in a matter of rifle shooting means, not only non-success 
at the target but the probability of accidents. Whatwc 
would suggest is the early calling of a meeting of all 
interested in the movement, and although there need 
not be much time spent in planning, as the movement 
is young, we do want some one to have the general 
direction, and another person to act as secretary, both 
of which offices, it should be clearly understood, should 
only be temporary. Of course it is necessary to have 
the best possible officers, and wc could not hope to 
make the best selection from the forty or so who have 
hitherto expressed their interest in the matter. More 
estimable men than Messrs. J. A. Shaffer and — Black- 
mcr wc do not expect to find, and we arc sure from the 
acquaintance we have already had with them that it 
would be difficult to find men that would more consci¬ 
entiously discharge any duties which might ffivolvo 
upon them, but whether they arc the best men for the 
particular kind of duties, or whether they would accept 
those duties or not has yet to be ascertained. As in¬ 
terest in any movement is absolutely essential to suc¬ 
cess,, these two gentlemen have ceratinly mnniflested 
the greatest amount of this clement which alone would 
seem to point them out as the eligible men to foster the 
project, at any rate during its infancy. 

There has certainly been one error committed hither¬ 
to at Galewood, viz.: the shooting at a thousand yards 
before a considerable amount of practice at two, four, 
five and the intermediate hundred yards. We need 
scarcely say that that is more or less the history not only 
of bands of men but of individuals. Every one of us can 
remember in connection with our favorite studies, turn¬ 
ing over the leaves to some of the more obstruse prob¬ 
lems before becoming acquainted with the more ele¬ 
mentary parts. This spirit is commendable enough, as 
it shows that the right stuff is present, but it takes no 
amount of persuasion to convince one that the parallel¬ 
ogram of forces must be thoroughly understood before 
a correct scientific appreciation can be obtained of the 
trajectory of the rifle bullet, and so also aptitude at a 
thousand yards means a previous familiarity with the 
two, five and eight hundreds. This has been compar¬ 
atively unpracticablo at Galewood, on account of lU 
peculiar location, and while we would thank the pro¬ 
prietors who have shown courtesies towards this young 
and praiseworthy effort, we cannot but express our in¬ 
dividual opinion that the location is not such as we 
could ever hope would become permanent. There are 
many points to be borne carefully in mind in the elec¬ 
tion of a suitable spot for a rifle range, and we doubt 
not that the gentlemen that may be appointed to make 
a selection will bear them prominently in mind. For 
example, it should be located, not only in a place free 
from danger, but also in a district that is easily access¬ 
ible, both by the cars and by private carriages, and of 
course the more pleasant the drive the more eligible the 
spot. Of course if wo get a good rifle range we expect 
to receive and give friendly challenges, and we want to 
show our visitors what Chicago and its suburbs have in 
the way of drives and parks. And more than this, even 
for our own youth, whose minds may be very profitably 
exercised by this manly sport, the more elevating the 
surroundings the more will the supporters of the move¬ 
ment have cause to rejoice in the moral results. Now, 
could a range be obtained in the neighborhood of South 
Park, Pavilllon Boulevard, or Ashland avenue, it would 
be easily accessible by the different lines of oars,and that 
too, by the most handsome carriage drives that Chicago 
affords. We are sure that the gentlemen who may be 
I deputed to find a suitable site will not neglect this im 


portant neighborhood, and we are convinced that they 
will not fail in finding an eligible one. 

Looan County AonicuizruRAi, and Mxchanical As- 
booution.— In connection with the annual fair to b«

More Facts. 

PiqoA, Ohio, July astb. 

To The Field' —In all of my communicationB to you 
I have always endeavored to state plain unvarnisned 
truths. Time and again have I been tempted to show 
up some of the so-cmied sportamen of tuis city, but 
have refrained from doing so on account of having a 
little pride left for the shooting fraternity of the city 
of which I am a resident. 

My faith in Plqua shootists has long since vanished, 
and finally the last spark of respect that I ever enter¬ 
tained for them as true sportsmen, has left me. In 
your issue of the 17th inst., a correspondent writing 
from this city over the nom de plume of “ Facts," tries 
to make it appear that I knowingly misrepresented the 
shoot that came off on the 29th or 28th ult. 

For the benefit of “ Pacts,” we will say that the 
score, amount of prize money, dates, etc., was handed 
to me by one of our most prominent sportsmen—one 
for whom wc entertain the highest regaras as a gentle¬ 
man and good citizen, whose veracity wo have no rea¬ 
son whatever to doubt, and one we feel assured would 
scorn to stoop to anything dishonorable. The score as 
given to me was sent to The Field exactly as I re¬ 
ceived it, with one exception. 1 mve some of the 
shooters several birds dead out of bounds that were 
not so represented in the score. This, no doubt, was 
wrong. I acknowledge it, and most humbly crave their 
pardon. I had not the remotest idea that it would 
affront the gentlemen, or I certainly should not have 
done so. I did it simply to give the color of respecti- 
bility to the score, fori was ashamed to acknowledge to 
the public that such a score was ever made by men 
who claim to be the crack shots of the city. I have 
talked with the referee and the gentleman who now 
has the score, and I am inclined to think they are a lit¬ 
tle ashamed of it. 1 emphatically refuse to have any 
further controversy with “ Facts,” because in his report 
published in your issue of the 17th inst., he has not 
given the score as kept by Hr. Jordan, and has used 
language unbecoming a gentleman. He says, " six 
shooters at $2.50 each, making $15 ; ten to first, five to 
second," but his score shows seven shooters. What 
became of the other $2.50 f He admits that 8 or 4 
birds fell dead out of bounds. Why not show it in the 
score ; wc ^lieve it is customary ? Now, Mr. Editor, 

I will give you my reasons for not sending you the 
scores of the various matches that have been shot here. 
The majority of our shooters are men of experience at 
tho trap 1 nevertheless, their scores have, in my estima¬ 
tion, not been up to the standard ; consequently not fit 
for publication, emanating from the source they have. 
Hereafter, you shall have them, in order to let other 
sportsmen see how poor a score old experienced shoot¬ 
ers can make. They will not come second banded, but 
fresh from the traps. Piqua sportsmen are endowed 
with some other traits that we are obliged to take no¬ 
tice of in this communication; with but one solitary 
exception, not a single one of them has ever left the 
city to take part in any of the various matches that 
have been shot in the neighboring towns and cities. 
Every inducement that they could reasonably expect 
bus been held out to them to get them off of their own 
dung hill—invitation after invitation, free fare, small 
entrance fees, big prizes, etc.—but no, their ideas of 
siKirt do not seem to extend beyond the corporate 
limits of this city. Sportsmen from other places have 
wondered at this, and have rone so far as to come here 
and complete arrangements for a shoot for a pony purse 
of a few dollars with entrance fees as low as $2.60, but 
they have even gone back on this, refusing to shoot un¬ 
less other parties paid their entrance feet. This very 
thing occurred at the match in question, and not only 
this one, but at others. 

Why, Mr. Editor, what would be your opinion of -a 
man who claimed to be a sportsman catchi^ a chal¬ 
lenged bird with his dog, and then pulling oflThis coat 
to whip the referee because he did not want to allow 
the bird? This occurred at their last match. 

At the big shoot last autumn, which took place dur¬ 
ing the fall races, I saw one of our leading sportsmen 
refuse to enter if there was going to be any money up, 
because, as be said, he had some friends present who 
wanted to shoot, but they would not shoot for money; 
and at this same match other Piqua sportsmen refused 
to shoot unless Mr. Wheal, of Cleveland, was barred. 
We believe Mr. W. is recognized as an amateur sboot- 
ist only. And to accomplish their ends they even went 
BO far as to instruct the party who bad charge of the 
birds not to trap them. This in a match that had been 
advertised for weeks, and was gotten up by parties 
non-residents of the city, and where the prize money 
was up in tho hundreds. Is this sportsmanlike ? An¬ 
other thing I notice, that when sportsmen from a dis¬ 
tance come here to take part in a shoot they are not 
treated as visiting friends or brother sportsmen; they 
receive no such welcome as they are entitled to—no 
hearty shake of the band, or " glad to see yuu," but, on 
the contrary, are treated more as intruders—given the 
cold shoulder, and made light of afterwards through the 
columns of the local press. Some may say, “impossi¬ 
ble !" Look at back numbers of tlie Shelby County 
Democrat. Ask Cleveland, Dayton, Richmond, Sidney 
or Urbana sportsmen what success they have met in get¬ 
ting Piqua shootists to their matches, or what kind of a 
reception they have met with when coming to a match 
here. Ask any of them if they would like to attend a 
shoot at Piqua. I have heard more than one of them 
vow never again to come here to another match. 

Here is something else for our sportsmen to digest, 
altboueb it applies only to a limited number of them-, 
it is this, we claim that the farmers of this section come 
nearer being genuine sportsmen than some of our pro¬ 
fessed shooters do. Wno can blame them for posting 
their “No Hunting" signs on their farms, when 8 or i 
of our city sports get together and start out for a little 
quail shooting without any dog, In all absent for a 
couple of hours and come back with 20 to 40 quails 
each. Great heavens I are we obliged to come out with 
it—pot thootertl Yes sir, and we con bring you men 


who have seen the parties referred to, annihilate 10, 
13, 15 birds at a single shot. Can bring you parties 
who have picked up a stone and threw it Into the oovey 
to keep one of our sportsmen from pot-shooting them. 
If the shoe fits put it on. 

We challange a denial of the above facts, and can 
give names if it should become necessary that will sub¬ 
stantiate what we say; yet they claim to be sportsmen 
and take affront at having a few birds starred in a 
match at tquibt. Ob, yes I give some of our sportsmen 
plenty of snow and they are all O. K. We anticipate a 
mild, wet winter, and we would edvlae pigeon sports¬ 
men to get their Kutle horses and their nets ready so 
they can indulge In the popular and honorable sport of 
driving in the absence of snow. We bear no malice to¬ 
wards any of them. These remarks are not written in 
a revengeful spirit, or with the intention of injuring any 
one or doing any injustice whatever, but from a sports¬ 
man's standard only, (and we sincerely hope they will 
profit by them,) for a majority of the parties referred to 
are regarded by us as gentlemen and good citizens. All 
of them are of good standing in, the community, but as 
true, honorable, genuine sportsmen—bah! tne very 
name is a mockery.' H. H. H.
